1 Harrison died at 4:45 Wednesday att- 
[ ernoon. without regaining conscious- 
ness. His death was quiet and pain- 
less, there being a gradual sinking un- 
til the end came, which was marked 


] by a single gasp for breath as life de- 


parted from the body of the great 
statesman. The relatives, with a few 
exceptions, and several of his old and 
tried friends, were at the bedside 
•when he passed away. TUe gradual 
failing of the remarkable strength. 
shown by the patient became more 
noticeable in the afternoon and a few 
roonaects before the end there was an 
apparent breakdown on the part of the 
sufferer as he surrendered to ths dia- 
etise against which he had been. KO 
bravely battling for BO many bours. 


News of the death spread quickly 


through the city. The announcement 
produced the greatest sorrow. Within 
a few moments the flogs on all the- 
public buildings and most of the down- 
town business blocks were hoisted at 
half mast and other outward manifes- 
tations of mourning were made. 


None of Onera! Harrison's children 


was present at the death. Neither 
Colonel Russell Harrison nor Mrs. Me- 
KPO was there, tlxcugb both were hur- 
rying to the bedside of the dying par- 
ent as fast as steam would bear them. 
Eliz.ibeth. tnc imre daughter, hs.d 
been taken from the sick room by her 
nurse before the end came. 


General Harrison had been uncon- 


scious for hours before his death, the 
exact time when he passed into a com- 
atose sttte being hard to determine. 
He spoke to no one during the day 
and failed to recognize even his wife. 
The greater part of Tuesday, too, lie 
was in a semi-conscious condition, al- 
though he was at times able to recog- 
nize those at his bedside. 


Since General Harrison's retirement 


from the presidency he had devoted 
himself almost entirely to his law 
practice, his only public service being 
his appearance in 1SSS as counsel for 
Venezuela in the South American re- 
public's dispute with England over her 
boundary line. 


One of tha raost pathetic incidents 


of the Ts-nole illness of the general oc- 
curred Tuesday before he became un- 
conscious. The general's little daugh- 
ter Elizabeth was brought into the 
sick room for a few moments to see 
her father, and offered him a small 
apple pie which she herself had made. 
General Harrison smiled his recogni- 
tion.

fired at tJxe various army posts the 
day o£ th« funeral and on. shipboard 
when the news Is received. The secre- 
tary of war and tbe secretary of: the 
navy sent out special notices to sol 
diers and sailors conveying the presi- 
dent's directions in this matter. Little 
more can be done officially, as the act 
Of March 3, 1893, specifically forbids 
the draping of public buildings in 
mourning or the closing of the execu- 
tive departments on the occasion of 
the death of an cx-offlcial. 


The iate President Harrison T?as 


personally known to every member of 
the cabinet, and all its members in the 
city spoke in praise of his magnificent 
intellectuality and 
rugged force of 


character. 


President JIcKiniey will attend the 


fuaeral of General Harrison. He will 
leave here aeeorapanied by Mrs. Me- 
Kinley and Secretary Cortelyou. The 
party will stop at Canton for a day or 
more and Mrs. McKinley will remain 
there while the president and Mr. Cor- 
telyou proceed to Indianapolis. The 
Itinerary will be so arranged as to en 
ubie the president to leave Canton 
Saturday night fur Indianapolis and 
return immediately a£tcr the funeral. 
!t is not expected that any of tha mem- 
bers of tho cabinet will go. 


His Conscience Never Slept.

Aid Will Remove His Troops from There as 


Soom as Order is Restored, Provided 


That the Other Powers Do Not 


Interfere. 


Washington, March 14.—The Rus- 


sian ambassador, Count Cassinf. was 
seen concerning the reiterated reports 
as to Russia's designs on Mauchuri. 
the ambassador Srst called" attention 
to the Chinese invasion of Russian 
territory last summer. There is a 
great stretch of border between the 
two empires, about 8,000 kilometers in 
length, and over the Manchurian bor- 
der the Chinese forces,he said, poured, 
committing depredations and threaten- 
ing Russian interests. This invasion 
was such, the ambassador said, that 
Russia at that time would have been 
justified by international law in de- 
claring war against China and taking 
Manchuria. But Russia did not at that 
time take Manchuria, this being, the 
ambassador said, the best answer to 
the present reports of Russia's pur- 
poses to absorb Manchuria. 


As to the Russian troops now in 


Manchuria 
the ambassador 
said: 


"Why 
are Ger:nan. British, American 


and other troops !n Peking? 
There 


seems to he no surprise about this, and 
yet it is exactly parallel to the pres- 
ence of Russian troops in Manchuria. 
In Manchuria tlie Russian civil engi- 
neers at one time had been driven 
away from work along the Trans- 
Siberian railway. It was necessarv to 
give adequate protection to tn.e'-e ' n- 
gineers and to tbe railway as weli. 
Count Cassini' pointed out that the 
Russian minister of foreign affairs in 
s. formal note had announced clearlv 
and' distinctly the policy of Russia in 
regard to Manchuria. In accordance 
with that declaration, it could not ba 
doubted that when order had been es- 
tablished in Manchuria and measur"s 
taken, for the protection of railway 
construction Russia would recall her 
troops from Manchuria, provided the 
action of other powers did. not place 
an obstacle- in the way o£ such a 
measure.

treatment. "We must have, first, lav- 
orable growth conditions to produce 
plenty of healthy leaves and buds, and 
we should remember that all leaves 
and buds are formed on new. growth. 
This means- a moderate temperature, 
plenty of moisture early In the season, 
and especially during late autumn and 
winter, wise pruning and fertilizing, 
and freedom from injurious parasites. 
"We can promote a moderate tempera- 
ture by planting oa north or north- 
east slopes, if our country Is rolllngr. 
By'earlr plowing, WR prepare the land 
to catch and hold the spring rains. If 
these are scanty, we can keep the sur- 
face fine and level to check evaiixira- 
tion; if they are excesses we may 
keep it rough to prevent washing, and 
to favor evaporation. Wise pranins 
promotes normal growth and admits 
Hght to the fruit spars. Normal 
growth requires that the pruning shall 
be moderate and regular, that is, per- 
formed every year. It fioea not re-

The problems of fertility must 


in the nature ot the case bo largely 
studied out by the orchardist for niair 
self, for no two farms are; alike.' They 
call for constant as-1 persistent ob*- 
servation, study and experiment. A 
fevr genera! hints may, however, be 
given. Unless the soil ia known to be 
very poor, manures should not be ap- 
plied in large Quantities at once. Siuce 
growth is desired early in the season 
stable manure* applied early should 
be well decomposed. As a rule, nltror 
;jcn is heat given. In the form of the so- 
called cover crops, of which I shall 
speak later. Wood ashes, where Uiesa 
can be bad, wilt furnish the potash and 
phosphoric acid.

The otter sleeps in the 
shadow of a steel trap, and swims 
a shotgun in its wake. Were he 
iific, like the Norway rat, he might 
survive even under . these conditions, 
but he is not. The Canada otter has 
but one litter of young each year, aad 
there are usually but two or three 
young to a litter. The consequence is 
that the animal has already been ex- 
terminated in many places, and is now 
quite rare in most parts of New Eng- 
land.

onward flow. The current is slower la' 
the capillaries than In the arteries and 
veins because of the increased friction! 
in the former, and because the com- [ 
bined sectioaal area of the capillaries 
is much greater tlfan that of either 
arteries or veins. The slower flow of 
blood through the capillaries prolongs 
the physiological interchange and ac- j 
tion of the blood as it passes through ' 
them. The high blood pressure in the 
arteries is due to the frictiona! resist-; 
ance ia the individual capillaries sad ; 
to the overfullness o£ the vessels. | 
These factors ia turn convert the in- i 
terrnittent injection and Sow ot Wood 
from the heart into the arteries into a ;
